All this comes to mind from a re- 
reading of his book, “Race or Na- 
tion,” published in 1925, and received 
with applause by its friends, while its 
critics passed it by, for the most part, 
in silence. 

Gino Speranza was born in this 
country of Italian parents of the high- 
est culture—his father was, | think, 
a professor at Yale. He was trained 
to the law, and outside his profession 
gave much to public service, es- 
pecially in the field of immigration. 
lt was this experience, together with 
his European lineage and religious 
background (he was reared in the Ro- 
man Catholic faith) that led to his 


being commissioned by the editors of 
‘“World’s Work” to write for them a 


series of 


articles, which were pub- 
1923, under the title, “The 
Immigration Peril.” “I told them,” 
said the author to me, “that I might 
say some things they wouldn't like” 

and he did, for the articles took up 
not only the matter of our immigra-

tion policies, but the whole question 
f alienism in America. 

“Race or Nation” starts with a 
lefinite thesis—that, historically and 
‘piritually, the American nation ex- 


ists—not “in the making,” but al- 


ready established “not merely a 
form of government, but primarily 
and fundamentally a society and a 
spiritual community—‘a community 
so closely knit together by sentiment, 
by tradition, by interest and by as- 
piration, that it is a psychological or- 
ganism possessed of a corporate per- 
sonality, a single consciousness, a 
common conscience, a general will.’”

Nor did Speranza stop with this 
characterization of the American “‘na- 
tion-spiritual”—he exhorted the alien 
to fit into the picture.

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try, and the test of service and devo- 
tion for the ‘new stock’ may be, after 
all, not how much we give of our- 
selves, but how much of ourselves we 
deny.” Here was heresy, indeed, in 
the eyes of American “liberals,” and 
in the eyes of other elements in our 
body politic very numerous and 
powerful in our Eastern States. It 
was hard to get reviews of “Race or 
Nation” 


such as appeared were mainly favor- 


in Eastern papers, though 
able—and none too easy to sell the 
book, owing to the “social dynamite” 
with which it was loaded. 

But its influence is still felt, and is 
growing as events bear out the force 
of its

them, these bodies are regarded by 
many merely as organizations formed 
by the priests partly to hold Catholic 
men to the Church, partly to use their 
collective “vote” in dealing with poli- 
ticians, and partly, by means of pa- 
rades at certain psychological dates, 
to impress both politicians-and the 
general public with the political and 
physical power of the Church in that 
particular city. It is also true that 
local newspapers contain many news

In this country to-day the forego- 
ing paragraphs indicate in a general 
way the limitations of what may be 
termed the lay regiments of the Vati- 
can’s Army of Occupation.

Cardinal Manning stands forth as 
the “hero” of the book, nearly a third 
of its contents being occupied with 
accounts of his untiring activities, 
some of which encountered serious 
conflict from many of his co-religion- 
ists, including men in high ecclesias- 
tical positions. It might be going 
too far to say that he was a Catholic 
William Booth, but to one who knew 
the character, personality and work 
of the latter as well as did the pres- 
ent writer, the number of points of 
resemblance increases all through the 
sketch presented of the great Cardinal. 
How far at one the two men were in 
their individual relation to God is, of 
course, known only to the Almighty, 
but so far as the economic and social

One of the greatest of blessings, 
and one that I prize more highly than 
any material possession of this world, 
with which I personally would not 
part for any consideration in the 
whole world, is liberty of conscience. 
Not that I believe conscience to be 
an absolute and infallible measure of 
truth; it surely is not, neither in the 
spiritual nor in the more secular 
sense. There are as many kinds of 
consciences as there are convictions, 
and almost every human being has a 
somewhat different conviction, and, 
therefore, a different conscience. 
Conscience is formed during our ear- 
liest youth by impressions made upon 
our minds through our surroundings, 
and in later years even the most ob 
vious facts of well-established truth 
often have the hardest struggle with 
a misguided conscience. ‘The Mo- 
hammedan has a conscience as well as 
you and I, and he tries to live up 
to its demands. His conscience com- 
pels him to trust his own so-called re- 
ligion with the greatest reverence and 
makes him an outspoken enemy of 
every other religion. And yet, in 
spite of, or rather on account of, these 
different attitudes of different indi- 
viduals, I say liberty of conscience is 
the greatest blessing, the most valu- 
able gift, the most precious privilege 


aman can possess. There have been, 
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and there are, a number of so-called 
religions from the dawn of histery 
down to our present time that have 
not recognized that principle. 
maintain, explicitly or by inference, 


They 


that man has no right whatsoever to 
his own opinion; he has no right to 
use his God-given reason or his 
intellect; he has no_ right’ to 
use his common sense; but his belief 
must be of the special brand which 
that special sect prescribes. And 
whoever does not accept or agree to 
it, “Anathema sit!” He is accursed, 
he is damned, he is lost, etc, The 
thing at which they display the great- 
est alarm, the greatest hatred and the 
greatest fear, is common sense, and 
that greatest of all of God’s gifts to 
tian-—reason. 

[It seems to me that the greatest 
power on earth, aside from the power 
of Almighty God, is the power of ig- 
norance. Against that bulwark every 
effort breaks down, the sharpest 
weapons grow dull, the highest hopes 
and aspirations wither into nothing- 
ness. That is the cause of the arro- 
gance of these so-called religions. 
They can only exist with an ignorant 
mass, driven by its passions and ap- 
petites, by its frequently indecent 
fashions and its shallowness of mind, 
and by its fear. There comes to the 
assistance of the religious slave-driv- 
ers that great element of a certain in- 
distinct fear that rests on humanity, 
whether inherent or artificially de- 
veloped in the course of time. But 
whether the one or the other, fear 


surely is the offspring of ignorance. 
Christ 


Himself saw that kind of 
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humanity when standing on the Mount 
of Olives and looking down upon 
Jerusalem and upon that mass of peo- 
ple; they were like sheep that have 
no shepherd to guide them, but the 
shepherd’s dog was there. | mean 
fear, and you could have seen the ex- 
pression of fear and ignorance on 
their faces. It was fear—fear of the 
imaginary gods or demons — that 
drove the Syrian and Chaldean 
women of old to lay their own chil- 
dren, whom they loved, into the red- 
hot iron arms of the god Moloch. It 
was fear of the so-called gods that 
caused the annual slaughter of many 
millions of innocent animals. It is 
the same fear that to-day maintains 
a number of so-called religions, 
and even a number of dogmas of 
some so-called Christian sects. They 
need that fear; it is their greatest 
asset and protection. And so they 
try to create it instead of destroying 
it; they try to frighten mankind, de- 
press their minds and fill them with 
a terrible expectation of dire happen- 
ings and of a gruesome fate awaiting 
for them, unless they do as they tell 
them.

“And believe Me,” He said 
to the woman at the well, “believe Me, 
the time is coming, and now is, when 
the true worshippers are not those 
who worship on Mount Gerizim nor 
in Jerusalem.” Not those, I add, who 
worship in St. Peter’s or in the Cathe- 
dral of St. John the Divine; not those 
who call the Pope “Father”; not 
those who make a shibboleth of this 
outward form of worship or another ; 
not those who believe in transubstan- 
tiation ; but the true worshippers will 
worship the Father in spirit and in 
truth. no matter what the place or 
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conditions. Christ said one

Heaven, nor of Joseph being a patron 
saint, to be worshipped, nor of Peter 
being a Pope. To be sure, He said to 
Peter after that disciple had ex- 
pressed the conviction of all: “Thou 
art the Son of the living God”: “Thou 
art Peter, and upon this rock’”—mean- 
ing, of course, the declaration of faith 
of the man in His divinity—‘I will 
build My Church.” We might just as 
well call Peter a devil, because it is 
reported in the same chapter that 
Christ called him a Satan, and com- 
manded him: “Get thee behind Me, 
Satan, thou meanest not that which is 
divine, but that which is human and 
base, and selfish. You do not want 
to subdue your old nature, and do 
something for others because it 1n- 
volves self-denial.”

turning down of the old Adam—but

desisting, by the power of God, from 
a selfish, natural life that indulges in 
all its sinful inclinations, and is hard 
and cruel toward others — proud, 
haughty and callous against their suf- 
ferings. 

Our Lord insists, “Learn ye from 
Me,” not from the Pope; “Follow 
Me!” You and I may belong to what 
church or sect we please, but if our 
lives, our actions, do not show it forth 
in our lives, then we are not His; 
then you are not a true “Christian,” 
not a child of your Father in Heaven 
in the highest sense of the term, and 
the much-despised Samaritan, who 
did not even know the creed nor the 
law of Moses, but who fulfilled the 
law of Christ, is far ahead of us. You 
may be baptized as a child or as an 
adult ; you may go to the Lord’s Sup- 
per every Sunday ; you may have two 
or six big candles burning on your 
altar; you may have taken vows and 
live in a monastery, and even make a 
pilgrimage to some holy rag, or to 
the Holy Blood. Ten miles from the 
village where I was born there is a 
little town — Walldiiren. It has a 
monastery, and there in a bottle they 
have, for many centuries, shown the 
real Blood of our Saviour gathered 
under his Cross; and I have seen 
thousands on a pilgrimage to that 
“holy” place. That is a sample of 
what some people believe—what they 
call “religion.” The only thing that 
is really of value in the whole affair 
is the sincerity of that “flock of 
sheep.” 

You may kiss a Cross, or the Blar- 
ney Stone, or the Black Stone in Meca 














(one is as good as another), and it 
may not hurt much, but if that is all 
of your religion, you may some day 
hear the word: “Go away from Me: 
[ have never known you.” The true 
Church of Christ is not one that we 
know by this or that name, but it is 
an invisible Church, and consists of 
all the true followers and real disci- 
ples of Christ, wherever found among 
all churches and nations and denomi- 
nations. 


If we examine closely the different 
organizations and follow their history 
down the past thousand or more 
years, some of the history of the so- 
called Church of Christ is so awful 
that we shudder. I would not dare 
the risk of offending your feelings by 
a recital in detail of the awful cruel- 
ties committed by the so-called “only 
true Church” against many millions 
of people, nor of the moral depravity 
of the clergy and some of the Popes 
as revealed by their own history; nor 
of deeds of violence committed by 
some Protestant bodies on the Con- 
tinent of Europe, and in England, 
Scotland and Ireland, and even in our 
own Massachusetts by the Puritans. 

As I said at the beginning, the 
greatest blessing for a man is abso- 
lute freedom of conscience, without 


interference from anybody. But if 
anyone would ask me for advice in 
religious matters, this is what I 


would tell him: Do not believe in 
anybody’s authority without careful 
examination. Read and study the life 
of our Lord carefully; examine that 


most closely, and draw your own con- 
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clusions and explanations. 


Allow no 


one to stand between you and your 
Heavenly Father except Christ Him- 
self, especially no Church, no Pope, 
no priest, and no minister. Not one 
We still need 
churches, but not to rule or force or 
bulldoze anyone, but in all sincerity 
and love to direct people to come to 
Christ directly, and to learn of Him 
and become His, and to dedicate to 
Him (and not to any Church) their 
whole life, body, soul and spirit, to 
live in constant communion 
Him, here and hereafter.

Whatever superiority 
she may claim for her own marriages 
as sacraments, she does not go the 
length of denying the legality of 
other marriages celebrated according 
to law.... I would advise your sis- 
ter to call the attention of a respon- 
sible Catholic clergyman to the mat- 


ter. It is.a form of petty persecution 


which is intolerable and quite un- 
worthy of people who call themselves 
Christians. Church and State are not 
in competition with each other, and 
they should function together for the 
common good. Both are essential for 
the welfare of humanity, and nothing 
helpful can come from their needless 
antagonisms.” 

If this advice is followed the “re- 
sponsible Catholic clergyman” will, 
doubtless, uphold the husband’s rela- 
tives, though he may, for the sake of 
expediency, advise a cessation of 
their persecution for the time being. 

In a pamphlet, entitled “Marriage,” 
published by the English Catholic 
Truth Society the “effect of this de- 
cree [‘Ne Temere’| is thus summed 
up by Rev. John Carnock, S. J., in 
four paragraphs, the last of which 
reads, “The marriage of a Catholic to 
a Protestant (one never baptized in 
the Catholic Church) before a [Prot- 
estant] minister or civil magistrate 
is no marriage at all.’” 

The learned doctor is quite in error 
in the use of the word “petty” in this 
connection, for not a few cases have 
been brought into the courts on ac- 
count of it, and for every one of these 
there have been doubtless many of 
which the public has never been made 
cognizant. 

The only remedy for this setting 
up of alien Roman canon law above 
that of the State seems to lie in legis- 
lation similar to that of New Zealand, 
which imposes a fine of about $500 
on anyone making such statements as 
that attributed above to the 
band’s relatives.

“Your heart shall rejoice, and your joy no man shall take from you.”—John 16: 22 
“Now the God of hope fill you with all joy and peace in believing.” 


Romans 15: 15. 
“Rejoice that when his glory shall be revealed, you also may be glad with exceeding joy 
1 Peter 4: 13. 


“Time,” of Aug. 29, 1927, had an article concerning the late J. Ogden 
Armour, of Chicago, a man who was once so wealthy that “at the peak of 
his reverses he lost a million dollars a day for 130 days.” At the time of his 
death, while his estate was valued at $25,000, more recent appraisals indicated 
that he had holdings in a certain company worth between two and three mil- 
lion dollars. The article quotes him as having once said: “I don’t suppose. I 
shall ever be happy. Perhaps no one ever is.” 

From this last sentence one may gather that he never had been happy 
himself at any time. In the sentiment expressed he was in agreement with 
the late Pope Benedict XV, who wrote to the Bishop of Bergamo in a letter 
published soon after his death by the Brooklyn “Tablét” that he did not be- 
lieve it possible for anyone to be happy in this life. And this from a man who 
claimed to be the Vicar of Christ, who said to His disciples, “Ask and you 
shall receive ; that your joy may be full.” That Pope came of a “noble” fam- 


ily, and all his life had moved among wealthy and highly educated people. 


Yet he had apparently, not only never been happy himself, but had never 
met anybody who was. 

And yet there are many happy people in the world—happy because they 
know that their sins have been forgiven, that they are at peace with God, and 
that every day they are conscious of His loving care, that He “walks with” 
them through all the vicissitudes of life, and feel sure that all things work to- 
gether for good to those who love God. God is, to them, an ever-loving 
Father, reconciled to them who were once rebels against Him through the 
death of His Son, Jesus Christ. They enjoy a peace that the world can neither 
give nor take away. The.Bible is to them a letter from God Himself to them 
personally, containing words of comfort in the hour of sorrow, wisdom in the 
time of perplexity, instruction for their minds, and counsel to guide their 
feet as they travel the ways of life. 
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Some people mistake pleasure for happiness: no greater error can be 
made. Pleasure comes from the outside, and consists largely in the gratifica- 
tion of the senses. According to individual temperament we find pleasure 
in beautiful pictures, in fine music, in sports, or in large possessions; some, 
alas! in those ways of sin that lead to ruin of body, of mind, or of soul, or of 
all three. But all these sources of pleasure are outside ourselves. 

But true happiness has its origin within. Its real foundation rests on our 
relation to God. “If God be for us, who can be against us?” And God will 
only be “for us” if we love Him with our hearts—not our intellects. “I be- 
lieve in God the Father, Maker of Heaven and earth,” however true it may 
be, will not of itself bring happiness. It is not enough for us to “believe in” 
Him: we must know Him, and we cannot know Him, in this sense of the 
word, until we have become personally acquainted with Jesus Christ. He 
said, “No man cometh unto the Father but by Me.” And we reach Jesus 
Christ by going to Him direct. Neither the Virgin Mary nor any of the saints 
can introduce us to Him. We must approach Him ourselves, in accordance 
with His gracious invitation: “Come unto Me, all you that labor, and are bur- 
dened, and I will refresh you.” When on the earth He sought out individual 
sinners that He might do them good and bring them into a new life quite 
different from that in which He found them. Zaccheus was quite a different 
man when he said, “If I have defrauded any, I will restore him fourfold,” from 
what he was when he climbed up into the sycamore tree that he might see 
the Master as He passed along the road. When Jesus opened the eyes of the 
blind, cleansed the lepers and healed the sick, He wrought great changes in 
them as individuals. And the same thing is true to-day. Contact with Christ 
makes the thief honest, the liar truthful, and the law-breaker obedient to the 
laws of God and man. 

And it is this change that brings happiness. While we are under the 
dominion of sin we are not happy—we cannot be. Our “hearts condemn us,” 
we know that we are out of line with the Divine law, our consciences trouble 
us, and below that 


‘condemnation” by conscience lies apprehension, if not 


fear, not only that, sooner or later we shall be found out, but that the justice 
of God will bring punishment in some form for our evil-doing. The “pleas- 
ures of sin” may cause temporary gratification, but even they do not last very 
long, and nobody knows that better than we do ourselves. 


Dear reader, if you are not happy, the reason is that you are under the 
dominion of sin. And until you are delivered from that mastery no real 
happiness can be yours. You may have pleasure, you may have excitement, 
you may have everything calculated to gratify your tastes, but if Sin is your 
master, no real happiness can be yours. 

And the only real Deliverer from sin is our Saviour Himself. He alone 
can forgive, He alone can save you from your sins. He is able to do that, 
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and is more willing to do that work for you than you are to have it done. All 
your Mass-going, your confessions and absolutions and penances, and your 
obedience to all the commands of the Church, have utterly failed to make you 
feel at peace with God—or even with your own conscience. And you know 
it. 

Now try something else. Try obeying Christ instead of the Church. Pass 
by any and all who would stand in your way, and go to Christ Himself. Con- 
fess your sins to Him, who has “all power in Heaven and on earth,” and ask 
for His forgiveness, and the fulfilment of His gracious promise that He will 
not cast you out. On your part you must resolve with all your will power not 
to do in the future a single one of al! the things that in the past have offended 
against your standards of right and wrong. That is true repentance, and a 
soldier once defined it as “Halt! About face! Forward! March!” That is, 
turning right round from following the path of Wrongdoing and starting to 
march on the path of Rightdoing. That done, you can claim from the Saviour 
His gift of forgiveness, and with that will come the knowledge that you have 
passed from being dead in trespasses and sins into being alive unto Christ.

You will not be saved from sorrow, and trial, and affliction and tempta- 
tion; but you can — and will — have the assurance of the presence of the 
Blessed Lord with you if you live in close fellowship with Him, striving ear- 
nestly to obey to the utmost the commands He gives you day by day. 

Next to the happiness of knowing your own sins forgiven is the happiness 
that comes from leading others into the same joyful experience. And not 
only can this be done by word of mouth, but by the witness that your changed 
life will bear to the wonder-working power of God in the transformation of 
your character.

WHY WETS WANT THE

Superintendent R. P. Hutton, of the 
Rhode Island Anti-Saloon League, 
in the following quotation from his 
annual report to the trustees of the 
Anti-Saloon League, clearly states 
why the wets are anxious to elect to 
the presidency a man who is out of 
sympathy with the prohibition law.

The President 
might by appointment change the 
Supreme Court, which has been the 
foundation rock of prohibition. 
He appoints the Circuit and Dis- 
trict Judges throughout the United 
States, and, if a local court acquits 
a prisoner, law enforcement has no 








appeal. He appoints the Attorney- 
General and all district attorneys 
who prosecute, and the marshals 
who arrest. The secret service 
men who detect are under his con- 
trol through the Attorney-General. 
He names the Secretary of the 
Treasury, the Prohibition Director, 
the heads of the prohibition de- 
partments, the Customs, and the 
Coast Guard, who detect and raid 
and seize and interfere to prevent 
violations of the law, and grant or 
refuse permits to handle alcohol. 
He appoints the Secretary of State, 
our envoys, ministers and consuls 
to other countries, who negotiate, 
or fail to hegotiate, agreements for 
the prevention of liquor smuggling. 
Because a wet in the White House, 
single-handed, could, by his ap- 
pointments, utterly nullify the con- 
stitutional expression of the collec- 
tive will of the entire nation; and, 
since Al Smith has already done so 
for the tenth of a nation through 
the repeal of the New York State 
enforcement code, they believe 
they can depend upon him to do 
the same for the rest of the nation, 
if they can but place him where he 
will have such power.”—American 
Issue.
